A selection fi’om Will Carle ton 
was read by C. E. Valentine, after 
which the following question was 
discussed: “Resolved; That secret 
societies,.- gymnasiums, and ball 
games are detrimental to our col¬ 
leges,” It was ably opened on the 
affirmative by Mr. Harlan P. 
Wheeler of Gilead, who argued' 
that' athletic exercises tended to 
draw the stxxdent’s attention from 
his studies, and that those who ex¬ 
cel in ball games, high kicking, 
jumping, etc., are prone to cut reci¬ 
tations which they have not time 
to prepare propei’ly, and keep their 
standing low in scholarship. Ath¬ 
letic sports wore nothing new; 
Paul said they “profited little.” 
They are good for indigestion and 
recreation. Gladstone chopped 
ti’ees for recreation,’ but had he 
given that his chief thought he 
would never have become a states¬ 
man. . . 

Mr. Elbridg 6 Wheeler, of West 
Bethel spoke forcibly "on the nega¬ 
tive, favoring secret societies; he 
said he and his wife had consti- 
txxted a secret society for over 
forty years, to their mutual benefit. 
He urged that gymnastics served 
to keep up the student’s physical 
vigor, so if he did not stand at 
the head of his class, lio was bet¬ 
ter fitted to enter upon his life 
work and make it a success.
